just after Soroka had delivered the 
$110,000 counterfeit package to the 
undercover agent at a midtown 
liotel.

plant proprietor, was arrested as 
alleged manufacturer of the bogus 
hills. 
In his shop. Treasury men 
found the negative for a counterfeit
